If  you're  not  an  avid  chess  player,  you  probably  don't  know 
that  these  notations  demonstrate  two  popular  chess  opening 
strategies:  the  Ruy  Lopez  (named  after  a  Spanish  priest  who 
analyzed  this  opening  in  1561)  and  the  Queen's  Gambit,  in 
which  a  player  offers  to  sacrifice  a  weak  piece  in  order  to  gain 
control  of  the  center  of  the  board. 

Chess  notations  like  these  may  be  Greek  to  some  people, 
but  chess  enthusiasts  look  at  them  and  immediately  picture  the 
game  taking  shape.
